To Sail out of

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When you ſet Sail from the Road of Gibralter with 
an Eaſterly Wind, it is good to bear up ſomewhat be- 
fre the Wind toward the Weſt ſhoar, and ſo Sail out 
along by the Lee ſhoary for the Eaſterly Winds do 
fall with ſuch Whirlings from the high Land .of Gz- 
bralter, that you will be hardly able to get out of the 
Bay along the high Land, 

When you come from the Eaſtward , and would 
Sail out of. the Szraits, and that you are ſome-what 
near the Spaniſh Coaſt, you muſt be careful that you

An Obſervation of the Tide, and how 
to turn out of the Scraircs Mouth, 
the Wind being Weſterly, 


At Tangier and Tariffe, a S. W. by S. Moon ma- 
keth Full Sea on the thoar, but in all parts of the 
Straits Mouth the Flood runs until a W. and by S. 
Moon ; all the other parts of the Straits Mouth have 
the Flood out of the Weſt, which runs in from Cape 
Sprat and Cape Trafalgar, on each fide along by 
the Shoar, much ſtronger than in the middle to the 
Eaſtward, as far as Cape Cabrzta on the Spaniſh ſide, 
and Jpes-hill on the Barbary fide; and at theſe 
two Points meets the Flood that cometh out of the 
N. E. about the Point of Gibralter, and runs S, W. 
unto the Straits Mouth all the firſt quarter Flood, and 
the remainder of the Tide, the Flood ſetteth from the 
Point of Givralter W. S. W. towards Cape Cabrits, 
at the top of High-water, there cometh always out of 
the Welt between two Capes a Race of a Current, 
which ſpreadeth the whole Straits Mouth from fide to 
ſide, byrt continues on either fide ſeldom longer than 
halt an Hour, but inthe middle of the Straits Month 
the Current runs to the Eaſtward very ſtrong, All 
the Tide of Ebb, and the Race of a Current, 'falleth 
always between Apes-hill and Cape Cabrita, ata W.

You may Sail on both fides of Cagaſtracia, and Lilla, 
and alſo between them both, it is all fair and good 
Ground, andon the Weſt-fide it's very broad.

On the North-ſfide of the Iſland of Tabarca, ſtands 
2 great Caſtle near the Water-ſide, with four or five 
{mall Caſtles round it, to defend it from the Turks. 

On a Point of Land (there on the Main) ſtand two 
Corn-Houſes by the Wate:-fide, and about two Ships 
length to the Northward of theſe Houſes, there runs 
4 ledg of Rocks of! to Seaward, three, for, 11x, nine, 
twelve Foot under Water, but may he diſcerned by 
reaſon of a ripling on the Water, eſpecially 1n Nor- 
therly Winds, 

When you come out of the Sea with a N. E. or 
N. W. Wind, and deſire to go into the Road of Ta- 
barca, then ſail toward the ſaid Eaſtermoſt Point, and 
let fall your Anchor three or four Ships length to rhe 
Eaftward of the ſaid ſhoal, in four or five Fathom wa- 
ter, and carry a good Faſt on ſhore; or, Anchor about 
half a Ships length from the Northermoſt Corn- 
Houſe. And if you cannot uſe your own Boat, 
then call aſhore, or fire a Gun, and you will have 
a Pilor come off with a Barque, and carry the Faſt 
alhore for you ; and may then with thar ſhore-faſt,
